The special election for the 50th 
Senatorial District covering Erie, Crawford 
and Mercer Counties has been set for 31 March. 
The local Democratic and Republican committees 
will select their representative candidates to 


run in this election. The local Press feels 
that Ray Wilt of Mercer County has the 
Republican nomination. He has been the State 
Representative since 1969. Two more 


Republican potentials are State Representative 


Tom Swift of Crawford County and Mayor 
Michael Johnson. of Corry, Erie County. 
Democratic nominations mentioned are Richard 


Ruhiman, Crawford County Commissioner, and 

Harold Bell of Mercer County. The 

Pennsylvania NOW Chapter and we (at our last 

meeting) concurred that this special election 

was probably not worth vigorously pursuing as 

no candidate currently deserves much of our 

support. This new Senator would serve Bud 

Dwyer's remaining two-year seat. It now 

appears it will be Republican Wilt vs. Democrat 
Ruhlman.
